29.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Insurance.  $500.00  has 
been  approved.

At  this 
time  the  Association  felt  it  desirable  to  broaden  the 
health  program  for  the  town  in  view  of  the  many 
changes  in  the  Public  Health  Field. 

With  this  in  mind,  the  officers  of  the  Association 
interviewed  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
with  the  assistance  of  that  Department  hired  Mrs.  Paul 
Nystedt,  whose  experience  in  Public  Health  work  made 
her  ideally  suited  for  the  position.  Mrs.  Nystedt 
came  on  duty  August  1. 

Before  her  arrival  the  nurse's  office  at  the  school 
house  was  painted  and  decorated  through  the  kindness 
of  Mrs.  James  Whittemore,  Mrs.  Lawrence  Scudder  and 
Mrs.  Alfred  Tozzer.  Many  supplies  for  the  office  were 
donated  by  Mr.  John  MacGregor  of  Chocorua.

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse  in  your  town 
touches  all  ages.  It  also  concerns  itself  with  the 
mental,  spiritual  and  economic  problems  of  the  patient, 
as  well  as  the  physical.  It  never  fails  to  be  interesting 
and  challenging.  The  Fall  has  seen  a  rather  heavy 
load  of  bedside  nursing,  which,  together  with  the  school 
work,  has  pushed  the  pre-school  and  infant  health 
program  into  the  background. 

In  a  1950  survey  of  health  services  in  this  State, 
Carroll  County  was  found  to  be  the  most  "isolated 
rural"  of  any  county  in  the  State.       In  other  words, 
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its  residents  are  the  farthest  removed  from  health 
centers  such  as  Hospitals,  Clinics,  Dentists,  etc.  We 
are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  a  resident  physician  here, 
a  benefit  many  towns  are  without. 

Because  of  this  distance  from  health  centers, 
considerable  travel  is  required  by  your  nurse  in  bringing 
patients  to  such  specialized  services  as:  Orthopedic 
Clinics,  physiotherapists,  Speech  Clinics,  Optometrists, 
and  Pediatric  Clinics.  In  considering  this  fact,  it 
becomes  apparent  that  a  greater  emphasis  on  health 
education,  in  both  health  habits  and  healthier  living 
conditions,  is  necessary. 

Our  townspeople  should  be  most  grateful  to  the 
members  of  the  Nursing  Committee  through  whose 
wholehearted  efforts,  together  with  the  town  appro- 
priation, this  valuable  work  is  made  possible.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Once  again  we  are  about  to  enter  another  forest 
fire  season  and  once  again  your  town  forest  fire  warden 
is  asking  you  to  be  careful  of  fires  in  our  woodlands  and 
along  our  roadsides.  There  is  nothing  more  displeasing 
to  the  eye  than  an  area  of  blackened  waste.  Nine  out 
of  ten  of  these  blackened  areas  are  caused  by  You  and 
You.  It  is  only  with  your  cooperation  that  we  can 
prevent  such  an  area  in  our  town.  A  great  part  of 
the  men  and  women  of  this  area  depend  on  timber  for 
their  weekly  pay  check,  and  by  you  and  you  being 
careless,  these  people  are  being  deprived  of  a  living. 
We  can't  even  try  to  prevent  fires  caused  by  lightning, 
but  the  number  of  fires  caused  by  this  agent  is  very 
small.  It  is  you  as  a  smoker,  as  a  debris  burner,  — 
you  as  a  careless  person,  who  can  do  a  great  deal  in 
preventing  this  most  shameful  waste  of  our  natural 
resources. 

You  can  help  by  making  sure  your  smoking 
material  is  out  —  DEAD  OUT,  your  incinerator  is  air 
tight,  the  area  around  it  is  cleaned  of  all  burnable 
material,  that  you  have  had  it  inspected  by  your  forest 
fire  warden,  that  you  have  asked  for  and  received  a 
permit  to  burn  from  your  forest  fire  warden.  By  doing 
these  things  the  number  of  fires  are  going  to  be  fewer 
and  you  will  have  woodlands  to  hunt  in,  to  have  picnics 
in,  to  be  able  to  fish  the  stream.  You  will  also  be 
proud  of  your  green  mountainsides.  By  not  doing 
this  you  will  not  enjoy  yourself  at  all.  It  is  not  too 
long  ago  that  most  of  us  can  still  remember  the  fall  of 
1947,  and  we  all  know  that  most  of  those  fires  during 
that  period  could  have  been  prevented  if  everyone  was 
careful.  So,  it  is  only  You  and  You  that  can  prevent 
this  most  shameful  waste  of  our  woodland  by  this 
common  enemy  —  FIRE.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Tamworth: 

During  the  year  1951-52  the  teachers  in  the 
Tamworth  School  were  Principal  Edwin  A.  Blackey, 
grades  7  and  8;  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Sutherland,  grades  5 
and  6 ;  Miss  Margaret  King,  grades  3  and  4 ;  Mrs.  Lois 
Boothby  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Remick,  grades  1  and  2. 

At  the  opening  of  the  current  year  Mr.  Richard 
York  became  principal  and  teaches  grades  7  and  8. 
Mr.  York  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College 
and  taught  last  year  in  Michigan.  Mr.  Arvine  Miller, 
a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College  now  teaches 
grades  5  and  6.  Mrs.  Ethel  Berry  of  Tamworth,  a 
graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College  with  several 
years'  experience  succeeded  Mrs.  Boothby  in  grade  1. 

Total  enrollment  for  the  year  was  164  pupils  with 
the  following  distribution:  —  Primary  Room,  grades 
1  and  2,  43  pupils;  Elementary  room,  grades  3  and  4, 
45  pupils;  Grammar  room,  grades  7  and  8,  36  pupils. 
This  gives  an  unrepeated  registration  of  160  pupils. 
Census  reports  indicate  there  will  be  a  slight  drop  in 
the  enrollment  during  the  next  two  years,  but  by  1955 
the  entering  classes  will  increase  in  numbers.  En- 
rollments have  always  exceeded  the  numbers  indicated 
by  the  census  reports.  The  number  of  pupils  in  each 
room  for  the  current  year  varies  little  from  those  of 
last  year. 

These  large  numbers  per  teacher  and  the  crowded 
rooms  present  a  very  serious  obstacle  to  good  education. 
The  recognized  desirable  standard  teacher-load  is  25 
pupils  in  one  grade.  Your  teachers,  except  in  grades 
1  and  2,  are  attempting  to  teach  much  greater  numbers 
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with  two  grades.  Your  teachers  are  extremely  con- 
scientious —  far  beyond  the  call  of  duty  —  and  are 
striving  to  overcome  the  difficulties  under  which  they 
labor.  Their  accomplishments  are  remarkable  under 
the  circumstances.  But  in  the  final  analysis  it  is  the 
children  that  suffer  most  from  these  conditions.  This 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  there  is  a  high  per  cent  of 
pupils  who  do  not  realize  the  desired  degree  of  accom- 
plishment and  have  to  be  held  in  a  grade  more  than 
one  year.      This  is  no  reflection  upon  the  teachers. 

The  addition  of  one  member  to  the  staff  would 
correct  this  to  a  large  degree.  This  additional  teacher 
would  be  assigned  to  work  with  small  groups  to  provide 
the  necessary  individual  instruction  that  is  now  im- 
possible. 

Enrolled  at  Kennett  High  School  last  year  were 
38  pupils,  and  at  Fryeburg  Academy  3  pupils.  Nine 
seniors  were  graduated.  In  September  of  the  current 
year  42  pupils  registered  at  Kennett  High  School. 
Four  years  from  now  there  will  be  over  70  pupils  in 
high  school. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Community  Health 
Association  arrangements  were  made  whereby  the  State 
Department  of  Health  Dental  Technician,  Mrs.  Mary 
Carter  came  to  the  school  about  December  first  and 
cleaned  the  pupils'  teeth  and  gave  them  the  fluorine 
treatment.  This  fine  service  was  much  appreciated. 
We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  very  helpful 
services  and  splendid  cooperation  we  are  receiving  from 
Mrs.  Paul  Nystedt,  our  Community  Nurse.

The  high  school  tuition  rate  for  the  current  year 
is  $245.00  per  pupil.  The  announced  rate  for  next 
year  is  $270.00. 

The  report  of  the  building  committee,  sponsored 
by  the  Parent  -  Teachers  Association,  deserves  the  most 
thoughtful  consideration  by  all  citizens.  If  Tamworth 
boys  and  girls  are  to  receive  an  education  comparable 
to  that  offered  in  nearby  communities  facilities  of  com- 
parable adequacy  must  be  provided.  A  complete  study 
of  all  aspects  of  this  problem  should  be  made  before 
any  conclusion  is  reached.

As  you  see  by  the  above  statistics,  the  largest 
percentage  of  defects  are  with  teeth  and  posture. 
With  education  and  encouragement  we  are  trying  to 
help  those  with  poor  posture,  a  serious  detriment  to 
good  health  and  good  looks. 

The  dental  defects  would  be  more  easily  corrected 
if  the  distance  to  the  dentists  was  shorter,  and  the 
dentists  less  busy.  However,  a  dental  examination  by 
a  dentist  is  being  considered,  with  possible  follow-up 
with  a  Dental  Clinic. 

We  were  extremely  fortunate  to  have  the  State 
Dental  Hygenist,  Mrs.  Mary  Belle  Carter,  wth  us 
during  December.  She  was  able  to  clean  teeth  and 
apply  the  Fluorine  treatment  to  all  children  in  first 
through  fifth  grades,  a  total  of  98.  We  were  pleased 
with  the  almost  100%  acceptance  of  this  service  bv  the 
parents,  and  hope  that  Mrs.  Carter  will  be  able  to 
return  in  May  to  complete  this  program. 

No  communicable  diseases  have  occurred  this  Fall. 
One  health  education  film  has  been  shown,  with  more 
planned  for  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
ON  NEW  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL 

The  undersigned  committee  appointed  jointly  by 
the  executive  board  of  the  P.  T.  A.  and  the  School 
Board  at  the  request  of  the  public  meeting  held  June 
11,  1952  submits  the  following  report  of  its  conclusions 
to  date:  The  committee  has  had  several  meetings  to 
discuss  the  problem  and  has  made  inspections  of  new 
schools  in  Sandwich,  Moultonboro  and  Standish.  The 
purpose  of  these  visits  was  to  view  the  physical  plants 
and  to  discuss  with  their  building  committees  or  school 
boards  first  why  it  was  necessary  in  their  towns  to  have 
a  new  school  and  second  what  was  their  method  of 
planning  and  financing.  As  a  result  of  our  visits  and 
discussions  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that 
Tamworth  will  want  and  need  a  new  school  plant  in 
the  near  future. 

A  new  plant  seems  necessary  for  the  following 
reasons : 

1.  Limited  floor  space  per  pupil  which  is  now 
about  fifteen  and  one-half  sq.  ft.  per  pupil  as  against 
thirty  to  thirty-five  sq.  ft.  which  is  the  usual  recom- 
mended space  in  new  construction. 

2.  At  present  there  are  two  classes  per  room  and 
an  average  of  forty  pupils  per  teacher  in  the  upper 
grades  as  against  a  recommended  maximum  of  twenty- 
five  pupils  per  teacher.  The  present  classrooms  are 
too  small  to  be  divided. 

3.  Inadequate  storage  space  for  materials,  books 
and  papers.      Inadequate  cloakroom  space. 

4.  Inadequate  plumbing  and  toilet  facilities. 
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5.  Inadequate  lighting  and  ventilating. 

6.  Lack  of  assembly  room  where  at  least  half 
the  pupils  can  be  gathered  for  educational  movies, 
dramatics,  lectures. 

7.  Inadequate  and  inconvenient  gymnasium 
facilities  —  Tamworth  Gardens  rented. 

a.  Small  playing  surface. 

b.  Inadequate  spectator  space. 

c.  Inconvenient  distance  from  the  school 
resulting  in  infrequent  practice  periods. 
Result  our  pupils  at  a  disadvantage  with  other 
towns. 

d.  No  toilet  and  dressing  room  facilities. 

8.  Very  limited  school  playing-fields  which  would 
be  further  reduced  if  present  plant  were  enlarged  or  if 
trespass  on  neighbors'  land  were  stopped.  Ten  acres 
considered  minimum  against  present  one  acre. 

9.  A  new  school  plant  should  provide  an  auditori- 
um for  town  functions.  It  should  do  away  with  the 
present  traffic  hazard  in  bus  loading  at  the  present 
location,  and  provide  parking  facilities  off  the  main 
highway. 

The  cost  of  a  new  plant  seems  very  high,  but  to 
date  we  have  some  generous  offers  which  would  reduce 
the  overall  cost  considerably : 

1.  Offer  of  two  different  sites  at  no  cost  to  the 
town. 

2.  Offer  of  lumber  at  cost. 

3.  Offer  of  financing  aid  of  about  $1000.  per  year 
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for  minimum  of  ten  years. 

4.  Offer  of  planning  and  architectural  services 
at  a  reduced  cost. 

With  these  offers  in  mind  and  our  conviction  of 
the  need  of  a  new  school,  we  feel  that  the  town  should 
establish  a  Building  Fund,  and  vote  into  it  any  future 
school  surplusses,  besides  proceeds  from  sales  of  school 
real  estate  or  equipment.  It  is  possible  that  private 
individuals  and  organizations  which  have  already 
shown  interest  in  the  building  of  a  new*  school  plant 
might  make  donations  to  this  fund.
